service of Shri P. M. Shafi , Inspector- cum -Supervisor” referred to this 
court for adjudication under Section 10 (1) (C ) of the Industrial Disputes

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Act 1947 ( Central Act XIV of 1947 ) by the Government of Kerala in their 
order , Health and Labour ( H ) Department, G. O. Rt. No. 1664 /66 /HLD 
dated 7-5-1966 , 

2. In pursuance of notice issued , the parties put in their respective 
statercents . The Union examined Shri P. M. Shafi the workman under 
reference as WW1 and filed Exts. Wl to W15. The Management filed 
Ext. El, a copy of the bye-laws of the Society, during the cross - examination 
of wwi. 

3. It is the case of the Management that Shri P. M. Shafi happened 
to be appointed as Inspector-cum -Supervisor on a temporary basis , and also 
on the false representation made by his that he has the requisite educational 
qualifications. He was discharged from service when the post of Inspector 
cum - Supervisor happened to be abolished , and also since he could not 
continue in service without the necessary educational qualifications. Accord 
ing to the Union Shri P. M. Shafi was victimised for his union activities . 
The termination of service is alleged to be without justification, illegal, and 
improper. 

4. Today when the case was taken up for recording Management 
evidence , a joint Memorandrum of settlement was filed by the parties, 
settling the matter out of court. The management has paid Shri P. M. Shafi 
an amount of Rs. 1200 as compensation , and Rs. 400 , with interest out to 
the security deposit, in full and final settlement of all his claims . 
Shri P. M. Shafi does not seek reinstatement, re-employment or backwages . 
The parties request that an award be passed accordingly . 

5. In the result an award is passed the terms of joint Memorandum of 
settlement filed by the parties to the dispute, shown as annexure to this 
ward . 

6. This award will come into force on the expiry of 30 days after its 
publication in the Government Gazette .

The management agrees to pay 
Rs. 324.93 to Sri BasilGeorge and Rs. 839.40 to Sri K. J. Geevarghese in 
full and final settlement of all their claims, without creating any precedent 
or right in favour of any of the other workers in the concern .
